Dear Friends: 


In 1827 Shurtleff College was founded by John Mason Peck, a man who 
had rightfully earned the title “The Pioneer.” The three-month trip from 
Litchfield, Connecticut to St. Louis in a covered wagon, tested his endurance, 
his courage, and his faith. He came to Illinois to establish not only churches, 
but an institution of higher learning “embracing the general courses of in- 
struction for all students in the ordinary or higher branches of theology, 
science and literature.” 


In more than a century the hardships to which this pioneer leader was 
exposed have been overcome. Through an industrialized society a trip from 
Litchfield to St. Louis today may be made within a few hours, in comfort and 
luxury. We should not overlook the fact, however, that in the industrialization 
of society other problems have been created which today require the same 
pioneering spirit which characterized the journey of John Mason Peck.

Your challenge and mine is in reducing the chasm which has been created 
in our modern world through over-emphasizing the machine and neglecting our 
emphasis upon human values. There is no justification for the neglect of any 
of these areas of progress. Our responsibility for tomorrow lies in the incor- 
poration in our living, of mechanical progress, spiritual development, and social 


adjustment.
